The Motion to Limit Debate on the Seignior- 
age Bill On’’— Mr. Kilgore

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—The Dem- 
ocratic special caucus on the tar- 
iff bill is over, and both sides are 
claiming to have made progress for the 
interests they represented. The out- 
come is in the mature of a victory for 
the Democratic members of the Finance 
Committee who prepared ‘the bill, as i? 
is returned to them without any in- 
structions to maKe changes. Imme- 
diately after adjovrnm: nt of the caucus, 
Senators Gorman, Brice, Hill, Smith, 
Murphy, Camden and one or two others 
who have been Known to be very much 
opposed to the Dill of the Finance Com- 
mittee, held a consultation, and their 
attitude was in direct contrast with 
that of the members of the Finance 
Committee.. When Senator Pugh of 
Alabama stated that he would not be 
bound by the action of the caucus, sev- 
eral Senators at once declared it would 
be useless to take any more votes. 

The opinion seems to be divided as to 
whether the Finance Committee will 
now make any changes. The impres- 
sion is that some changes of a minor na- 
ture will be madéSs well as some con- 
cessions granted {where the demands 
have been apparently just and where 
the changes will mot necessitate other 
changes in the bill. It is expected the 
bill will now be disposed of as soon as 
possible. One member of the committee 
said: “We expected the bill to be re- 
ported to the full committee by S@tur- 
day, and efforts will be made to get it 
into the Senate early next week.”’ 

The Republicang look upon the result 
of the caueus as‘ one of ad- 
vantage to them, and of ‘poustble dis- 
aster to the bill. It is thought the 
strength which the opponents of the bill 
have s..0wn indicates that the bill wil! 
be. modified in the Senate, orit may be 
postponed to the first Monday in De- 


4 cember. The probabilities are that the, 


opposition may bée*#ery much like that 
in the House, making a great show to 
secure co>cessions, but that in the end 
it will melt away and the bill be passed. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—SENATE.— 
Senator Voorhees offered a resolution 
appointing Senator Mills to succeed 
Senator Vance on the Finance Com- 
mittee. It was laid over. 

After the reading of the journal, Sen- 
ator Frye of Maine took the floor and 
addressed the Senate on the Hawalian 
testimony taken by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs. He gave a 
sketch of the intimate relations exist- 
ing between Hawali and the United 
States, and the part the American mis- 
sionaries played in developing civiliza- 
tion there, He said that the events re- 
cently ‘enacted there were humiliating 
to this country. 

Senator Frye then read the letter of 
President Cleveland to President Dole, 
ending with the words: “May God 
have Your Excellency in His wise keep- 
ing.’’ 

“Mr. President,’' said he impressively, 
“I believe God heard that prayer of 
President Cleveland and answered it. 
Th magnificent courage of that little 
band of white men which, when con- 
fronted by the whole power of the 
United States represented in that har- 
bor, enabled them to say firmly, with 
dignity, ‘we will never’ surrender’ 
could only have been divinely inspired.”’ 

Senator Frye dwelt at some length 
on the state of uncertainty and appre- 
hension existing in Hawaii owing to 
the course of Minister Willis in regard 
to his intention to use or not to use 
force. Referring to Minister Willis’s 
speech, welcomigg Hawaii into the 
family of nations, Senator Frye said 
that while he was uttering these words 
of friendship and good will, he carried 
in his pocket instructions to destroy 
forever that government which he was 
so effusively welcoming. 

“Are you proud of that?” he asked. 
‘Think of it! Directed by the President 
of 65,000,000 people of.a country, prob- 
ably the most powerful on this earth, 
his Minister was contriving, scheming, 
assiduously working day and night to 
restore a rotten monarchy!” 

At 1:15 o’clock p.m., on motion of 
Senator Morgan cf Alabama, the Sen- 
ate went into executive session, and 
afterward adjourned. Senator Frye will 
finish his speech tomorrow, |

THE WORLD’S WATERWAY. 


Representative Geary calls for an Investiga- 
tion of Nicaragua Canal Affairs. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—A resolu- 
tion calling for a complete Congress- 
ional investigation of the affairs of the 
Nicaragua Canal Company and looking 
to govermental control of the canal 
has been introduced in the House by 
Representative Geary of California. It 
provides that a special committee of 
five be appointed by the Speaker to in- 
vestigate and report as to the condi- 
tions, financial and otherwise, of the 
Nicaragua Maritime Canal Company, 
as to what montys are received by the 
company and how they are expended; 
what progress has been made in con- 
| structing a canal, as well as the com- 
pany’s ability to construct it and 
whether the repeal of the charter will 
promote public good. 

Two other plans regarding the Nica- 
ragua Canal are before this Congress. 
One proposed by Senator Morgan of 
Alabama provides that the government 
should guarantee the bonds of the 
canal company, while Representative 
Doolittle of Washington. has introduced 
a resolution for a committee investiga- 
tion which should visit the Nicaragua 
Canal. 

Representative Geary said: ‘I be- 
lieve the government should buy that 
canal, should own it and manage it. 
It is a needed link in our coastwise 
trade. It rests with this government 
to complete the work, as it has power 
to, and there is no other to take hold 
of it. We should know how much 
money has been expended on the canal; 
what the plant is worth and how much 
will be required to complete it. The 
government should take thé work off 
the company’s hands, paying them 
fairly for what they have sunk, and 
complete it. The plan of linking the 
government into partnership with the 
company to guarantee its bonds would 
be impractical and might lead to com- 
plications. 

“I consider the Frelinghuysen treaty 
with Nicaragua a good one, but per- 
haps it would be necessary to enter into 
a new treaty if this government is to 
control the canal. I do not fear for- 


eign capital will secure control of the.

certain that home rule will be dropped. 
Gladstone is understood to have pro- 
posed to his colleagues not to revive the 
home-rule question by a resolution 
pledging the House of Commons to 
take it up at the hex session. The 
proposal is said not to have found favor 
with the Cabinet. 
, In sptte of the cold Gladstone drove 
in an open phaeton this afternoon to 
Buckingham Palace and was immedi- 
ately admitted to the presence of the 
Queen. It is generally believed he 
went to tender his resignation as Pre- 
mier. His interview with the Queen 
lasted half an hour. Nothing definite 
is known of its tenor. Among a host 
of rumors the general opinion is that 
Gladstone has either resigned or will 
shortly do so. . 

The Associated Press was subse- 
quently assured by Gladstone’s private 
secretary that the Premier had not 
resigned and that the situation was un- 
changed. 


A GREAT SCHEME.

“WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Secretary

A Scandal That Affects 


Diplomats. 


An Effort Made to Sound the 
Russian Czar, 


France Desired to Know’ His 
Intentions, 


Premier Casimir-Perier Asks for Count 
d’Auney’s Removal—Princess Marie 
d’Orleans as a Tool—She Dis- 
closes the Plans.

PARIS, Feb. 28.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Associated Press copyright, 1894.) 
A sensation has been caused in this 
city and elsewhere by an article in 
Figaro-in which the Czar of Russia, 
the Princess Marie d’Orleans, wife of 
Prince Waldemar of Denmark, Gount 
de Beauchamp, the French military at- 
tachee at Copenhagen, Gen. Bortus, 
Secretary-General and Chief of the 
Military Household of President Care 
not, and others play conspicuous roles 
Some idea of the gravity of the reve- 
lations may be gathered from the fact 
that Premier Casimir-Périer today 
submitted to President Carnot for his 
signature a decree removing Count 
d’Auney, ex-Minister to Copenhagen, 
from the diplomatic service, owing to 
his connection with the affair. 

The revelations are associated with 
the Franco-Russian alliance and ap- 
pear to be, generally speaking, the re- 
sult of intrigues carried on behind the 
backs of the Dupuy ministry. The chief 
incident mentioned in connection with 
the revelatio:.s is the alleged attempt 
to obtain through. Princess Marie 
d’Orleans, an idea of the Czar’s real 
feeling on the scope of the Franco- 
Russian alliance. With this object in 
view, Capt. Beauchamp, it is said, ap- 
proached the Princess, telling her of 
the information required by the French 
government, or rather by President 
Carnot. The Princess, according to the 
story, is said to have replied vaguely 
to the suggestions of Capt. Beauchamp 
who subsequently handed four written 
questions to the favorite of Czar, ask- 
ing the Princess to try and obtain ans- 
wers to them. 

Later Capt: Beauchamp wrote to the 
Princess, saying her reply was awaited 
at the Elysee Palace. Then, it seems, 
it occurred to the Princess that she 
could not allow the matter to. pro- 
ceed. further without placing herself in 
a false position towards’the French 
government, and consequently she sent 
for the French Minister at Copen- 
hagen, Count d’ Auney, and informed 
him that she felt bound not to leave 
the government in the dark in regard 
to what was going on. The facts weré 
immediately communicated to the 
French government, and it appears the 
Princess was persuaded to give up the 
questions. 

The Dupuy Cabinet, a few days 
later, came to grief, and when the pres- 
ent ministry was formed, the French 
Minister to Denmark, Count d’ Auney, 
went to Paris and delivered the docu- 
ments to Premier Casimir-Perier, with 
the result already told. In conclusion, 
it may be mentioned that Capt. Beau- 
champ has been recalled from Copen- 
hagen and given a year’s leave of - 
absence. 


TO THE RESCUE. 
Seven Men naprtrear’ by a Cave-in of 
Coa 


ASHLAND, (Pa.,) Feb. 28.—Five men. 
were imprisoned tonight in the Boston 
Run mine at this place, the result of 
the fall of coal. There is every reason 
to believe that the men will be released 
alive and probably unhurt. At the 
time of the accident there were seven 
men at work in the mine; Joseph and 
John Meeckes, twin brothers; Charles 
Mahon, Louis White, Edward Mengel, 
James Cramer and William Eraine. 
They were in one of the upper lifts, 
when a large fall of crop and surface 
coal took place, filling the gangway 
and choking it up completely, thus 
cutting off all means of escape for the 
imprisoned men. 

As soon as the accident was discov- 
ered Superintendent Venth and a squad 
cf rescuers began the work of extrica- 
ting the men from their perilous posi- 
tion. At 3 o'clock they heard tapping, 
and a few minutes later the sounds 
made by the rescuing party were ans- 
wered by faint but cheerful cries from 
the imprisoned miners. At 5 o’chock 
the rescuers came upon a pocket in 
which they found the Meccke brothers 
safe and sound. From them they 
learned that the others were about 
fifty yarés further in the mine. 

At 5 o’clock p.m., werk was still go- 
ing on. The shouts and calls from the 
imprisoned men were plainly heard, 
If there should be no further cave-in 
there is no reason to doubt that the 
rescuers will reach them by 2 o'clock 
in the morning.

THE REEF MOVED. 


Lyman in the 
Kearsarge Case. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—In the Kear- 
sarge inquiry today Lieut. Lyman, nav- 
igator of the Kgarsarge, the 
Startling assertion that since the wreck 
of the Kearsarge he had reason tu be- 
lieve that Ronca WMeef is from three 
to five miles wéstward of its position 
as shown on the chart. He thought 
this from the results of an observation 
taken twenty minutes before the Kear- 
sarge struck, and while camping on the, 
key observations were taken by other 
officers which confirmed his calcula- 
tions, 

Lieut. Lyman thought, however, that 
the chronometer used in making ob- 
eervations on the key had been dam- 
aged in taking it ashore. The chart 
was made from a survey taken in 
1835,, and Lieut. Lyman thought the 
methods of taking latitude and longi- 
tude in those days were not as accurate 
as now. 

Lieut. Lyman was asked to sum the 
reasons as he understood them for the 
wreck of the Kearsarge. He said: “The 
loss of the ship was due partly to im- 
proper charting, partly to currents set- 
ting an opposite direction from that 
anticipated and partly to our not hav- 
ing sighted the reef before dark.”’ This 
finished Lieut.

TICKETS! 


Some Round-trip Privileges That 
Didn’t «Go,”’ 


A Merry Time on the Steamer Santa Rosa— 
Passengers Who Had Bought of 
Scalpers Lose Their 

Berths. 


By Telegraph to The Times, | 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 28.—(Spectial 
Dispatch.) The sailing of the steamer 
Santa Rosa for thé Southern coast 
ports was attended With unusual ex- 
citement, and for the first time in years 
the steamer failed to get away on 


schedule time. Broadway wharf No. 2 


was packed with people, and a crowd 
was about the little ticket office on the 
deck the whole morning. The cause of 
‘the excitement and crowds was the 
work of scalpers, who dipped their fin- 
gers in the round-trip ticket business 
and sold tickets to all points from Port 
Harford to San Diego at low rates, 
The company ref d to honor the tick- 
ets, and a howl ®f remonstrance from 
the deluded purchasers was the occa- 
sion of the detention of the steamer. 

About a month ago the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company issued a new 
schedule of passenger rates from all 
points on the coast to give the people 
from San Diego to Puget Sound an 
opportunity of visiting the Midwinter 
Fair at reasonable figures. The com- 
pany’s steamers run‘on south to Port 
Harford, Santa Barbara, Hueneme, Re- 
dondo, San Pedro and San Diego, in- 
cluding all counties of Southern Cali- 
fornia adjacent to the coast. On the 
north side they run to Eureka, Coos 
Bay, Astoria, Portland, Seattle and 
Victoria. 

Rates were cut down just one-half 
for excursionists and -etura, and the 
tickets were issued for the price of 
Single tickets. Scalpers here saw their 
chance to beat the company and make 
a nice little nest-egg for themselves. 
Their agents have been at every 
steamer and have swarmed the cor- 
ridors of hotels buying up _return- 
coupon tickets from all these points. 
In the windows of the scalpers’ offices 
could be seen the tempting offers for 
transportation to all points on the 
coast by steamer. There has been 
cpposition to the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Company, both north and south, 
and it was some little time before 
Goodall, Perkins & Co. were aware of 
the land-office businéss which was be- 
ing done for their vessels without their 
consent. 

This morning, however, the tide cof 
traffic to the south set in very strongly 
end there were at least a score of 
scalpers’ victims stopped. Every one 
who presented a return ticket at the 
gang-plank was sent to the ticket office, 
and there:the trouble commenced. Capt. 
C. M. Goodall was on the wharf and he 
disposed of the kickers with dispatch. 
At the ticket office holders of tickets 
were requested to write their signa- 
tures. In very few cases were the sig- 
natures correct, and the tickets were 
confiscated. Among the first who were 
caught was a woman, who evidently 
had not done much steamboat travel- 
ing, but who, judging from her tone, 
had done considerable shopping in her 
day. When told that the ticket was 
valueless she demanded it back. The 
purser told her that it was against the 
rules. 

“But that is my ticket!” 
claimed. 

“What vessel did you come here 
was asked. 

“The steamer Corona.” 

“Whe was the captain?” 

“I don’t what his name was. He was 
red-headed.”’ 

That séftled it. Capt. Hanna has 
grayish hair and patriarchal whiskers.

“But what am I to do? I paid $8 for 
the ticket.”’ 

“You will have time to go-up town 
and get your money back—they will 
give it to you.”

The passenger lost no time in getting 
off the dock, and about three-quarters 
of an hour later she returned with a 
triumphant gleam in her eye. She had 
recovered her $8, and she lost no time 
in getting a ticket and a berth for San 
Diego. There were any number of 
growlers, but they generally wound up 
by buying a single ticket and sacrificing 
the money they had paid to the scalp- 
ers.

In the primitive ages of metallurgy 
iron and steel were made from rich 
ores with charcoal fuel, and the iron- 
maker did not need to trouble himself 
with the stubborn problems offered by 
the presence of sulphur phos- 
phorus. But, with the exhaustion of 
the rich ores which were available for 
use, and the need of substituting min- 
eral fuel for charcoal, these dangerous 
enemies came. to the fore. The pres-

highly-carburized product of the blast- 
furnace. This was answered by the op- 
eration of refining, which did not fully 
eliminate the evils that threatened; af- 
fording but a makeshift product for 
the raw material of steel. The imper- 
fectly-cleansed bars were then treated 
by the cementation method. It was 
known mor than two centuries ago that 
wrought iron enveloped in powdered 
charcoal and retained at a red heat for 
a long time would gradually change 
into steel. Until 1740 this process was 
used, with the further addition of re 
heating the “blister steel” so produced 
and hammering it into what was known 
as “‘shear-metals,’’ bo called because it 
was first used for sheep-shears. But 
the product was wretched, and ¢g 

highly-tempered steel was imported 
from the far East at great cost. 4 

A working clock-maker, Huntsman 
by name, disgusted with the poor qual- 
ity of watch springs, set his brain. at 
work to find a remedy. Being a bright- 
witted man he visited the different 
steel works and studied the chemistry 
of his subject, and after several years 
of research he erected a furnace, which 
produced steel so excellent as to stir 
universal wonder and set his own feet’ 
on the highway to wealth. But his 
secret was filched by a rival, who, in 
the disguise of a drunken tramp, 
begged shelter at his furnace door 
one stormy, winter night. The keen- 
eyed thief discovered enough in what 
he saw and heard to repeat Hunts-~ 
man’s success. The best steel of today 
is still made by this process. This 
discovery in the course of a few years 
reduced the price of the highest grade 
of steel from £1000 to £100. 

The cementation method of sté@el« 
making, with Huntsman’s addition, 
may be briefly summarized as the pack- 
ing of wrought-iron bars in charcoal 
dust...They are cemented in a fire- 
brick chamber and suffer a dwuil; red 
heat for a period of about ten days. 
Removal of the bars shows: the uliar 
condition known as blister-steel, 
called from the swellings on the sur 
face, which are caused by the occlu- 
sion of carbonic oxide. The metal is 
hard and brittle and breaks easily with 
a hammer-tap. The following stage is 
that discovered, or, more properly, re- 
vived, by Huntsman, for it was essen- 
tially in use in the East from early 
days. Broken pieces are packed in 
crucibles of from sixty to eighty 
pounds capacity, ~with certain portions 
of black oxide of manganese. The cru< 
cibles are made of refractory clay, 
graphite and old pots pounded to @ 
dust, and their manufacture is now an, 


important industry in itself. The pots 
are arranged in pairs in_furr the. 
openings of which are level with the 


floor of ‘the casting-house, while each! 
furnace has a separate flue fed by pow- 
erful forced draught. When the st 
is thoroughly melted the pots are with- 
drawn from the furnace and their cone 
tents emptied into molds. The lift- 
ing of the crucibles is a picturesqu@ 
sight. The workmen are swathed in 
masses of woolen rags saturated with 
water from head to foot, with wet 
sponges held in the teeth and masking 
the nostrils. As they grapple the: in- 
candescent pots they are enveloped in 
walls of white flame, which shoot from 
the furnace twenty feet in height in 
enormous volume. The rapidity of 
the operation insures safety to the 
workman. 4

FIRE COMMISSION. 


The Regular Weekly Meeting of 
the Board. 


Charges Against Various Members of the 
Department Heard—Preliminary Steps 
for the Suppression of Cer- 

. tain Nuisances. 


The Fire Commission met yesterday | 


morning. Commissioner Wirsching and 
Mayor Rowan were absent. 

The Chief reported: 

“Commissioner Wirsching and my- 
self, your Committee on Hydrants, 
recommend that hydrants be placed on 
Bridge street at Gillette street and at 
Etate street.” Filed and a requisition 
for the same approved. 

“Driver C. 8S. Jenkins of chemical 
No. 1, while driving in response to an 
alarm at 7:15 a.m., February 26, Iet 
his horses fall at Spring and First 
street, doing one of them great injury. 
I have suspended him and notified him 
to appear before this commission to 
answer charges.” 

Driver Jenkins was heard in his own 
behalf. He said he was not going very 
fast at the time.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


It is pleasing to note that many of 
the Eastern papers are beginning to 
take an intelligent interest in the con- 

ruction of the Nicaragua Canal, It 
is true that many of the papers pub- 
shed east of the Rocky Mountains 
still profess to regard this great enter- 
prise as one which is of interest only 
to the Pacific Coast, but such journals 
are now in a minority.

They see that the con- 
rol of that waterway, which will be 
guch an important factor in the in- 
terchange of products between our At- 
Jantic and Gulf coasts on the one hand 
and the coast of the Pacific on the 
other, if lost, cannot be recovered by 
ny ordinary process of legislation, 
while an increase of wealth, instead of 
worrecting the injury, will, by augment- 
ing the tolls exacted ‘*»y an alien owner- 
phip, increase the weight of the burden.

“Section 2651 of the Political Code re- 
lates to the general road fund. It pro~ 
vides that the board may annually set 
apart from the property road tax col- 
lected from all sources a sum not ex- 
ceeding 35 per cent. of the aggregate 
for general county purposes, to be 
known as the general road fund of the 
county. 

“Sections 2641, 2643 and 2645 of the

Already Seen. 


Fares Might Go Up and May 
Be Lowered. | 


Four New Engines for the Southern 
California Road. 


How the Southern Pacific Land Department 
Witt Fare—Attempt to Boycott the 
Southern Pacific—Rail-

There was quite an increase of pas- 
genger bustness at the Santa: Fe 
ticket office yesterday. People bought 
cut-rate tickets to use on the first 
east-bound train leaving this morning 
until the train was well filled. Judging 
by the inquiries the ticket men ex- 
pect a heavier business today. The 
Southern Pacific’s cut rates do not go 
into effect. until the 3d, giving its rival 
that much the start. The traveling 
public should not forget that even 
though the warring roads come to an 
understanding the rates cannot be re- 
stored until ten days after a notice cf 
such intention is given publicly, and 
round-trip tickets are good for their 
full limit. of time, even though the 
rates go up after they are bought. No 
intimation of further changes in the 
rate maiter was received here yester- 
day, but it is safe to say that within 
a day or two the Santa Fe will give 
motice of further reduction. In this 
connection a curious fact may prove to 
be interesting.- By an iron-bound con- 
tract existing between the Southern 
Pacific and the Atlantic and Pacific 
(of the Santa Fe system) the former 
road: cannot refuse to accept the lat- 
ters through tickets between San 
Wrancisco and Mojave at the. prevail- 
ing rate without first giving “three 
years’ notice of a desire to annul the 
agreement.

keyboard of the machine. And 
she transcribes from  stenographic 
notes; she will have to keep an exceed- 
ingly sharp lookout, so as to correctly 
interpret her: strokes, dots and dashes 
as she goes along. Thus, in both sten- 
ography and typewriting, there is 4 
constant concentration of the faculties. 
The stooping attitude of the typewriter 
must, necessarily, injurious, for its 
consequences invariably are to induce 
round shoulders, thrown-in chest, anda, 
if followed regularly for a few years, 
the evils attendant on the malforma- 
tion which follows. Then the sitting 
all day, which is decidedly injurious 
to the system, is another handicap to 
be overcome and looked out for. With 
the exception of stooping, there does 
not appear to be any remedy to miti- 
gate the evils of typewriting as an em- 
ployment. It takes a pet’son of xcep- 
tionally strong will power td prevent 
one’s self from falling into these ruté. 

THE STOOPING POSITION. 

In conversation with a lady expert re- 
cently an Evening Star reporter asked 
hér if there was no way to fix the ma- 
ohine so that she would not have to 
stoop, and she féplied that it was al- 
| most an impossibility. Contintting, she 
said: 
“No one knows the evils of sitting 

iter all the livelong day 
better than I do. It is much worse 
than sitting at a desk, as the ‘lean 
over’ is more decided. Frequently 
catch myself bent up almost like a 
jack-knife as a result of close atten- 
tion to the work being done, and a de- 
sire to do it quickly. We cannot get at 
the work near as well sitting upright, 
and if we are to do copying from 
stenographic notes the stoop will be still 
more marked, as the pencil used in the 
work is generally a hard one, and the 
light mark obtained therefrom hard to 
make out. The copy or the note book 
must be under the eyes, and, with the 
keybeard hi the arms would be- 
come very tired, and at the end of a 
day be almost paralyzed. If you will 
notice an expert typewriter,at work 
you will find that her position is closel 
prop nst the maciing, wit 
hands working almost straight up and 
down. t have a big job on hand I 
generally take that position, and, with 
a soft pillow behind my back, I 4m gocd 
for six hours’ continuous work. If I 
secure the work and cannot register 
from 75 cents to $1 an hour I'll quit 
the business.” _ 

“What class of work do you consider 
the easiest to perform, letters, dicta- 
tion or a large repetition job?’ inquired 
the reporter. 

“Dictation far above everything. It 
is really a delight to copy after a good 
talker, and a first-class typewriter has 
only the ribbon and paper to look after 
in that case, and everything moves as 
smoothly as well-oiled machinery. Let- 
ters are also easy, if they are different, 
‘but-preserve me from going. over a cir- 
cular Tetter, say about three hundred 
words in length. Many people have an 
idea that to secure a typewriting job 
of a circular letter is one of the softest 
jobs imaginable, but it is emphatically 
the reverse. Talk about the bad effects 
of leaning over a machine continuously 
for several. hours, they are 90 per cent, 
under the: evils. produced by repetition 
work. 


Belgian Marriage Certificates. 

In Relgium it is the custom to give 
certificates of in the form of 
little books with paper covers. These 
books, which are often produced in 
course of law proceedings, and are 
taken in evidence, are apt to become 
dirty dnd dog’s-eared. The Burgomas- 
ter of Brussells has, therefore, hit upon 
a new plan. Henceforth a charge 
be made for the books, which will be 
neatly ‘bound in’ morocco and gilt- 
edged. They will be something more 
than a mere marriage certificate: A 
summary of Belgian law on the mar- 
ried state is given in them: for the use 
of young couples, and among a mass 
of other miscellaneous information 
d ‘tions or the feeding and care of 
eepnte.

Dr. Reid spoke at length on 
the resources of these mountains in the 
vicinity of Mt. Wilson and Mt. Lowe in 
furnishing black porphyry rock and 
others from which common china is man- 
ufactured. 

Dr. Reid then touched upon the pros- 
pects of discovery of gold and silver de- 

sits in this vicinity and stated that in 
is opinion the most promising localities 
were the mines in Pine and Las Flores 
canyons. For thirty years gold has been 
found in this vicinity but only in small 


quantities. The artesian water problem 
proved a fertile topic and elicited much 
useful information from Dr. Reid, Who, 


after speaking of the promise from oil 
and coal deposits, concluded his lecture 
with showing several specimens of stone 
implements recently found, which are 
probably very ancient. 

In te of the failure of Senator Ar- 
noid to be present and give his ad- 
dress on fossil remains, the meetnig was 
one of the most enjayoble and instruct- 
ive ever held by the Fortnightly Club.

An injunction 
Suit has been brought by P. J. Stock- 
man et al. to restrain. A. G. Kendall, 
ex-0fficio tax collector of the Olive Irri- 
gation: District, from selling the prop- 
erty of plaintiff and the estate of the 
late M. Byrne for failure to pay the 
irrigation tax. The claim is set up in 
the application that the district voted 
bonds in the sum of $60,000, but that 
none of these have been isstied, and the 
5% per cent. special tax was not con- 
templated or authorized in the vote for 
the bonds. 


THE SUNDAY-CLOSING ORDINANCE 
ADOPTED.

The only business houses allowed 
to -keep open are hotels, restaurants, 
baths,: retail drug stores, stables, rail- 
road...and telegraph offices, undertakers, 
physicians, street-car lines and _rail- 
roads....The sale of .milk.or..bread for 
immediate use, printing and. distributing 
newspapers and the business of retail 
drug stores Ishall be considered only that 
of dealing in drug medicines and medi- 
cal and surgical appliances. 

_Nttmerous petitions were presented to 
‘the board prior to the passage of the or- 
dinance, both for and against the meas- 
ure, and the City Hall was packed with 
spectators. The vote stood 3 to 1 in fa- 
vor of the final passage of the ordinance. 

IRRIGATION SUIT. 

The case of the Citrus Belt Irrigation 
District vs. the County Recorder was de- 
cided this mornmg by Judge Otis of the 
Superior Court. It was a mandamus: to 
compel the defendant to file ‘certificates 
of sale for the district without the pay- 
ment of legal fees. Judgment was given 
in favor of the defendants. 

AGAINST THE CONSTABLE. 

The case of J. J. Arbois against the 
county of San Bernardino was decided 
by Judge Otis 6f the Superior Court in 
favor of the defendant. Arbois claimed 
mileage as Constable both ways in going 
to rest a criminal and in returning 
him:to the County Jail, but the decis- 
ion allowed him mileage but one way.
